man who will take F le tc h e r s place 
m Santiago. 


“ The w ar in Europe has naturally 
directed attention tow ard cementing 
and rendering more 
effective 
and 
iriendly relations existing between 
our own government and the several 
states oi South A m erica’’ said Judge 
Shea. 
“ The possibilities of mutually 
helpful political as well as 
trade 
relations are very great, and it is 
obvious that it is the policy of our 
government now, as ii has been in 
the p a st, 
to 
use every effort 
to 
stimulate 
and 
strengthen 
these 
friendly relations.” 
Judge Shea hesitated to give an 
expression of his opinions at 
this 
time. 
“I feel that any detailed 
e x ­ 
pression of view s as to conditions in 
South America at this time by me 
wouh 
be inopportune, if not wholly 
out of place,” he said. 
“ However, 1 
m ay say in a general way, th at I 
have given some attention to politi­ 
cal as well a s industrial and com­ 
mercial conditions in South America 
during the past ten years. 
1 have 
noticed with interest 
the wonderful 
development o f the several states in 
the industrial activities generally. 
“ Vlowing the whole proposition as 
it now s ta n d s ,” he 
said, “it is 
the 
universal judgement of students of 
economics 
that the imxt ten years 
will witness the g re atest 
develop­ 
ment in our 
couuneri ial 
relations 
with South America th a t we have 
seen in any decade o f our history. It 


f o l l o w s th at our political and social 
relations will keep pace therewith so 
that we m ay

forward

pleasant anticipation- of very great 
mutual advantage. This is tip* result 


o f our environment; South America 
is our neighbor.
